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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee. 

Mr.  'Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Public  Health  and  iSanitary  admlinistration  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Holderness  for  1963. 

In  this  year  the  Council  continued  the  steady  progress-  in 
the  provision  of  more  systems  of  sewage  disposal,  of  improve- 
ment in  refuse  disposal,  and  oif  bousing  inspections  and 
r e c om  m e nd  a t i o n s . 


YITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  population  of  Holderness,  includling  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces,  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  at 
mid-year  1963,  to  be  22,260.  This  increase  arises  chiefly 
from  the  new  housing  estates  at  Thor  ngumib  aid,  Burstwick 
and  Keyingham  in  the  South  Eastern  districts,  blut  there  is 
some  increased  private  building  throughout  Holderness. 

Birth  Rate. 


393  births,  201  males  and  192  females,  were  registered 
in  1963'.  The  birth  rate  for  1963  is  17.66  per  1,000  popula- 
tion; 0.38  per  1,000  greater  than  last  year,  and  the  highest 
for  10  years.

Wh  en  we  compare  these  rates  with  other  parts  of  the 
country,  use  has  to  be  made  of  the  Comparability  Factor,  a 
figure  which  takes  into  account  the  ages  and  sex  constitution 
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of  the  district  as  disclosed  by  the  Census,  and  which  this  year 
is  1.01  instead  oif  1.09,  denoting  that  the  age  groups  and  sex 
constitution  of  the  district  is  more  normal!  now,  and  in  keeping 
with  the  whole  country,  although  stilll  of  a little  higher  than 
average  age  groups.  This  when  applied  raises  the  birth-rate 
to  17:83,  a hypothetical  figure  which,  it  is  presumed,  would 
have  occurred  if  there  had  been  as  many  married  residents  of 
the  age  group  20 — 05  as  there  are  in  the  average  community. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  County  of  East  Yorkshire  is  1 7.73, 
and  that  of  England  and  Wales,  18.2. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

Included  in  the  above  figure  of  393  births  were  1 7 
illegitimate  births — 10  males  and  7 females.  Thus  4.33%  of 
the  total  live  births  were  illegitimate,  giving  a rate  of  0.76 
per  1,000  population,  compared  with  3.2%  of  total  live  births 
and  0.56  per  1,000  population  in  1962. 

Still  Births. 

There  were  5 still  births,  3 male  and  2 female,  all 
legitimate,  making  a total  of  398  births'.  The  still  birth  rate 
was  12.6  per  1,000  total  birth®,  compared  with  7.98  in  1962. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate. 

234  people  died  in  1963,  147  mates  and  87  females, 
inclusive  of  deaths  of  residents  away  from  home,  i.e.,  in 
hospital,  etc.,  a decrease  of  8.  The  death  rate  is  10.51  per 

I, 000  population,  a decrease  of  0.70  from  last  year,  and  0.4 
in  1961.  When  adjusted  by  the 'Comparability  figure  of  1.01 
the  figure  is  raised  slightly  to  10.61.  The  Comparability 
E actor,  which  last  year  was  1.09,  has  been  reduced  to  1.01, 
and  takes  into  account  the  influx  olf  young*  people  into<  our 
district,  who  have  a longer  expectation  of  life. 

Tire  Death  Date  for  the  County  of  East  Yorkshire  was 

II. 45,  and  for  England  and  Wales,  12.2. 

Of  the  total  of  147  male  deaths,  11  died  in  the  age  group 
45 — 54;  20  in  the  age  group  55 — 64;  37  between  05 — 74;  and 
65  over  75;  thus  69%  of  male  deaths  were  over  65,  and  43% 
over  75  years  oil'd . Of  the  female  deaths  82.75  were  over  65, 
and  52.9  were  over  75  years  old. 

In  both  sexes  the  largest  group  were  over  75,  but  it  is 
noticeable  that  nearly  twice  the  number  of  males  (20),  or 
13.6  of  the  total  male  deaths,  died  in  the  age  group  55' — 64, 
while  only  8,  or  8%  of  the  females  died  in  this  age  group — 
obviously  a group  to  watch.

Principal  Causes  of  Death. 

Tire  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease,  80 ; 
Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Brain  (I Stroke),  39 ; dancer,  33; 
Respiratory  Diseases,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  28. 

Deaths  from  Heart  Disease  caused  34.6%  of  all  deaths, 
from  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Brain  16.6%,  from  dancer 
14.1%,  and  from  Respiratory  Diseases  10%. 

Deaths  from  other  Circuilatory  Disease's  (14)  causedl  6%, 
making*  a total  of  40. 6%  due  to  Heart  and  Circulation,  apart 
from  (Stroke. 


Analysis  of  Deaths  from  Heart  Disease. 

(a)  'Coronary  Thrombosis  caused  55  deaths,  36  male  and 
it  female,  i.e.,  68.75%  of  all  deaths  from  heart  disease.  In 
the  males,  7 were1  in  the  age  group  3d — 54,  16  were  under  75 
and  13  over  75.  In  the  female  group  all  were  oyer  65  anil 
the  majority  oyer  75. 

Males  appear  to  be  more  susceptible  to  death  from 
Coronary  disease  than  women,  both  in  the  number  of  deaths 
and  in  appearing  at  an  earlier  age. 

The  only  agreed  precautions  lie  in  moderate,  regular 
daily  exercise  a,s  one  gets  older,  and  restraint  in  elating  to 
avoid,  overweight. 

(b)  Hypertension  caused  8 deaths,  the  majority  over  75. 

(c)  Oth  _er  H eart  Disease  (Valvular,  etc.)  caused  17  deaths, 
equally  divided  between  the  sexes,  but  the  male  deaths  were 
mostly  under  75,  the  female  deaths  largely  over  75. 

Respiratory  Disease. 

Pneumonia  caused  12  deaths  and  Bronchitis  11.  Most  of 
these  were  male,  especially  in  Bronchitis.  The  incidence  and 
death  rate  were  a little  higher  this  year. 

Cancer. 

38  deaths  from  Clancer  occurred  in  1963,  17  fewer  than 
last  ye'ar.  The  improvement  was,  however,  not  shown  in 
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Cancer  of  the  Lung's,  in  which  10  deaths  occurred,  all  male, 
in  the  age  igi oiiip.s  from  45  onwards,  with  the  maximum  deaths 
m 'the  65i — 74  group.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  deaths 
from  lung  cancer  in  males  mm  record,  although  in  I960  there 
were  again  10  deaths,  9 male  and  1 female. 

Cancer  can  hie  caused  anywhere , by  constant  irritation  of 
tissue — remember  cancer  of  the  lip,  caused  by  the  old  clay 
pipes,  both  newer  seen  now.  Irritants  inhaled  into  the  ilu'ng 
act  on  the  delicate  tissues  lining  the  air  cells,  and  among 
these  tobacco  smoke,  and  products  of  exhaust  gases,  especially 
ol  the  heavy  oils. 


It  is  known  that  excessive  cigarette  smoking  is  a f actor  in 
Hie  cassation  of  lung  cancer,  and  statistics  show  that  if  a 
heavy  smoker  is  tops  simoking,  bis  chances  of  not  getting  cancer 
are  greatly  improved.

Maternal  Mortality. 

For  tli  e (Seventh  successive  year  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Pregnancy,  'Childbirth  or  Abortion. 


Deaths  in  Children  under  One  Year. 

Ten  children  died  in  1963  under  1 year  of  age,  6 male  and 
4 female,  all  legitimate.  Six  of  these  died  within  the  first 
month,  2 males  and1  4 females;  including  4,  1 male  and  3 
female,  within  the  first  week. 

The  total  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  25.45  per  1,000  total 
live  births,  compared  with  2)9.49  last  year,  and  a record  low 
of  6.04  in  1961. 

Of  the  6 male  infants,  2 died  in  the  first  month,,  and  one 
in  the  first  week.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  : Congenital 
Malformations  (4),  othe'rs  (2). 
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Olf  the  4 females,  one  died  in  the  first  month  and  3 in  the 
first  week.  The  chief  cansies  of  death  were:  Prematurity  (3), 
Congenital  Malformation  (1). 

The  legitimate  infant  death  rate  per  1,000  legitimate  live 
births  is  25.1. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  infant  deaths. 

The  Neonatal  Mortality  (deaths  under  4 weeks),  per  1,000 
live  births:  2 male  and  4 female  infants  died  in  the  first 
month,  giving  a rate  of  15.2. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate — (Deaths  under  one  week) 
per  1,000  total  live  births,  10.18. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  (Still  Births  (and  Deaths  under 
one  week,  combined  total  per  1,000  live  anil  still  births)  : 
4 infants  died  in  the  first  week,  and  there  .'were  5 stillbirths, 
giving  a rate  of  22.6,  compared  with  18.6  in  1062.

Accidents. 

A report  on  Home  Accidents  states:  “ Deaths  from 
domestic  accidents  in  recent  years  Laid  equalled  the  combined 
total  of  accidental  deaths  on  the  roads  and  in  indiuistry.” 
More  and  more  fatal  accidents  happen  every  year;  for  every 
accidental  death  at  home  there  were  probably  at  least  200 
noil-fatal  injuries.  Those  most  at  r/islk  were  the  very  young* 
and  very  old,  and  the  greatest  risik  of  injury  wias  among* 
children,  the  greatest  incidence  of  death  was  in  the  elderly. 

The  major  epidemiological  revolution  in  Britain  during 
the  past  15  years  has  been  the  reversal  in  the  roles  of 
infectious  disease  and  accidents  of  all  kinds  as  causes  of  death. 
By  1961  accidental  deaths  had  risen  to  18,420,  and  deaths 
from  infectious  diseases  had  fallen  to  5,000.  In  the  same 
year,  deaths  from  home  accidents  were  8,093,  and  from  road 
aeeidentsi  6,908. 

The  two  main  lines  of  approach  are  (1)  increase  of  the 
safety  of  buildings,  household  appliances  and  furniture,  as 
indicated  in  the  Report  of  ££  The  Way  oif  Living,”  1963; 
(2)  More  education  of  the  elderly  public.  The  iSrarvey  showed 
a high  percentage  of  the  accidents  were  falls,  wounds,  burns, 
etc.,  in  the  garden,  kitchen  and  living-room  as  the  most 
d a nge  r<  > us  p 1 aces .

General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 


Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  the  residents  in  this 
a icia  at  the  Hull  hospitals,  iat  the  'Westwood  Hospital, 
Beverley,  and;  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield,  where  there 
ore  full  facilities  for  X-ray  and  laboratory  examinations. 
Hospital  and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  -and  treat- 
ment oif  Tuberculosis  ere  included'  within  Health  Services. 

Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infections,  chiefly 
as  concerns  food,  water,  etc.,  are  provided  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  High  Street,  Hull. 

The  care  of  expectant  a'nd  nursing  mothers  and  their 
infants,  including  the  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children, 
is  undertaken  by  the  'County  Council  through  clinics  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided!  by 
the  'County  Council  include  health  visiting,  home  nursing, 
home  help  facilities,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  and 
a mb  ul  a n c e s e rv  ic  es . 


Accommodation  for  all  persons  needing  care  and 
attention  because  of  age,  infirmity  or  other  circumstances, 
apart  from  medical  or  nursing  Oases,  is  provided  for  by  the 
County  Council  in  accord  with  their  responsibilities,  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  (also  requires  them 
to  provide  a Welfare  'Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb 
and  other  persons  permanently  handicapped  by  congenital 
deformity,  illness,  injury,  or  other  such  disabilities!  so 
recognised  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  Regular  medical  and 
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sick  n u r si  nig-  arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  iSeiction  47  io'f  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  not  required  during  the  year,  as  it 
was  found  possible  to  admit  through  voluntary  action  any  old 
persons  needling  elare  and'  attention  to  one  of  the  County 
Council’s  Old  People’s  Homes  in  cio-operation  with  County 
Officials.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Pry  Refuse  Collection. 

No  addition, si  were  added  to  the  Council’s  fleet  of 
collection  vehicles  during  the  year,  and  regularity  of 
collection  in  some  areas  lengthened  in  the  face  of  the  rapid 
build-up  off  estates  in  those  parishes  which  are  quickly 
becoming  urbanised  areas.  During  1963,  246  new  dwellings 
were  completed  and  occupied,  thus  making*  a total  of  1,501 
more  houses  provided;  in  the  Council’s  district,  since  the 
fixing  in  1967  of  the  strength  of  this  branch  of  the  cleansing 
service. 

The  service  was  carried  out  under  normal  conditions 
using  a fleet  of'  4 Bedford-Gilbson  Pendulum  collectors,  having 
a total  nominal  capacity  of  76  cubic  yards  with  a claimed 
compressed  carrying  capacity  of  108  cubic  yards,  and  a 
Bedford  7 cuiblic  yards  side  loading  collection  vehicle.  A 
labour  force,  including  drivers,  of'  19  men,  was  found  the 
most  efficient  complement,  but,  as  usual,  vehicles  and  men 
from  Other  services  were  used  to  overcome  build-ups  caused 
by  bank  holidays  and  meet  the  .seasonal  demand  from  the 
holiday  camps  in  the  district.  Maintaining  collection 
schedules  in  the  face  of  the  increasing  population  and  the 
growth  of  holiday  camping,  has  become  increasingly  difficult 
without  the  use  of  relief  crewTs  and  transport,  and  the  output 
from  the  other  .services  has  naturally  been  seriously  affected 
as  their  resources  have  been  drawn  on.  For  more  efficient 
collection  service,  it  seems  clear  that  emphasis  must  be  put 
on  the  need  for  the  increasing  use  of  continuous)  loading 
vehicles  with  the  maximum  of  compacting  ability. 

Nightsoil. 

As  always,  the  manning  of  this  service,  particularly  in 
holiday  periods,  presented  the  most  difficult  problem  in 
labour  allocation,  but  fortunately,  thus  far  the  service 
continues  to  function  with  commendable  regularity. 
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Cesspool  Emptying. 


All  calls  loir  this  (Service  were  normally  met  with  the 
minimum  <oif  delay  with  three  vehicles  in  regular  use.  The 
reserve  vehicle  enabled  systematic  overhaul  and  functional 
repairs  to  all  vehicles  to  be  carried  out,  and  special  calls  for 
assistance  by  neighbouring  local  authorities  and  contracting 
firms  to  be  speedily  met  without  interference  with  the  normal 
programme . 

During  the  year  6,405  loads  of  sewage,  measuring  750 
gallons  each,  were  collected  from  cesspools,  septic  tanks, 
sewage  works  and  hire  operations.  Loads  collected  were  in 
the  following  proportion sf — cesspools  at  Council  houses,  1,838; 
cesspools  at  private  dwellings,  4,188;  septic  tanks,  160';  hire 
service,  113;  and  sewage  works,  166.  In  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  policy  cesspools  of  a minimum  capacity  of  2,000 
gallons,  were  emptied  free  of  charge,  septic  tanks  of  normal 
domestic  capacity  at  a charge  30/-,  and  hire  services  at  25/- 
or  30/-  per  hour  dependent  on  the  situation  of  the  premises, 
within  or  without  the  district. 


Whilst  the  systematic  sewering  of  the  Council’s  district 
must  obviously  to  some  extent  affect  the  call  for  this  service, 
it  must  be  pointed  out  that  many  of  the  premises  served  are 
situated!  in  localities  remote  from  sewage  schemes  and  future 
likely  ones.  The  possible  early  running  down  of  this  service 
seems  extremely  remote,  and  it  is,  therefore,  relevant  to 
report  that  progressive  replacement  of  these  vehicles,  with  at 
least  one  early  replacement,  now  becomes  a matter  of  urgent 
consideration  in  policy  formulation. 


Dyke  Cleansing,  (Sewer  and  Other  Maintenance  Work. 

Increasing  pressure  on  the  refuse  collection  service  has 
demanded  increasing  relief  by  the  labour  force  employed  in 
this  branch  of  the  Council \s  services,  and  increase  of  the 
establish  ament  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Council  under  this 
heading,  seems  inevitable  in  the  near  future.  Much  of  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  men  of  this  labour  force  is  of  a 
semi-skilled  nature,  and  I am  convinced  that  direct  labour  as 
employed  by  the  Council  is  the  most  economical  means  of 
carrying  out  the  work  hitherto  allocated  to  this  force. 


Vehicle  Maintenance. 

Extensive  alterations  to  the  garage  and  workshop  at 
Skirlaugh  were  completed  in  1963,  and  new  workshop  tools 
and  equipment  were  provided.  All  vehicles  are  now  parked 
under  cover,  and,  apart  from  one  vehicle  stationed  at  Roos 
and  one  at  With ern wick  because  of  the  place  of  residence  of 
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these  particular  crews,  the  Council’s!  vehicles  are  operated 
either  from  iSkirtaugh  or  Patrington. 

In  the  main,  running  repairs  are  being  reasonably 
accomplished  by  the  Council’ s mechanic,  but  it  seems  that 
major  repairs  or  replacements  must  of  necessity  for1  future 
easy  working  be  allocated  more  to  Bedford  specialist  agents.

B on ent  Control. 

The  Council’s  rodent  operator  was  able  to  cope  with  survey 
duties  and  all  applications  if  or  treatment.  Some  assistance 
was  necessary  in  the  disinfestation  treatment  of  sewers.  In 
all,  treatment  was  undertaken  at  362  premises  and  survey 
inspections  of  premises  totalled  1,978.  Bating  of  sewers  was 
undertaken  at  432  points.  Of  the  properties  Adhere  baiting 
was  undertaken,  charges  were  made  in  318  cases. 

The  bait  used  was  mixed  by  the  operator,  and  warfarin 
in  an  oatmeal  base  continued  to  give  good  results.  In  only 
one  case  where  baiting  was  undertaken,  was  difficulty 
experienced,,  but  change  of  bait  together  with  liquid  mix 
poison  accomplished  satisfactory  results. 

In  addition  to  the  above  duties,  the  operator  dealt 
effectively  with  rodent  and  insect  extermination  at  the 
Council’s  refuse  tips  at  Aldbrough,  Burton  Constable  and 
P a tr  i n g to  n H a v en .

I M PR  OYEMENT  GRANT S . 

,28  applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  made  in 
respect  of  29  houses,  and  applications  for  improvements  to  28 
dwellings  were  approved  aud  the  work  grant  aided  totalled 
an  amount  of  £3,231 . The  total  value  of  discretionary  grants 
made  since  the  introduction  olf  the  scheme  in  the  Council’s 
area  stood  at  £ 7b, 529  at  31st  December,  1963. 

iStandard  grants,  numbering  32  were  made  to  a value  of 
£4.705  for  improvements  to  35  houses.  'One  application  was 
withdrawn  in  respect  of  1 dwelling. 


Experience  of  the  working  of  the  improvement  grant- 
scheme  still  implies  that  financial  aid  for  borrowing  for  the 
purchase  of  older  type  houses  or  the  financing  of  the  owner’s 
part  of  the  improvements,  is  still  not  readily  enough  forth- 
coming*. It  is  felt  lack  of  finance  prevents  the  furtherance  of 
many  projects.

(Sites  held  on  an  annual  rental  basis  at  the  end  of  the  year 
totalled  205,  showing*  a decrease  of  4 over  the  previous  year’s 
figure.  Tenants  leaving*  the  site  numbered  11  and  7 new 
tenants  were  received. 

With  the  clomp  let  ion  of  the  development  programme,  the 
camp  is  now  comprehensively  equipped  with  all  types  of' 
amenities  including*  -showers,  laundry  and  clothes  drying 
facilities. 

Interest  in  the  running  oif  the  social  hall  by  the  campers' 
voluntary  organisation  , seemed  to  wane  during  the  year,  but 
re-forming  of  the  campers’  social  committee  in  1964,  may 
result  in  increased  social  activity.  (Success  of  the  camp  will, 
it  is  felt,  increasingly  depend  on  the  attractions  provided  in 
this  .sioeial  field.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTIONS. 

Animal  carcases  to  a total  of  1 2,241 , together  with  the 
offal,  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  1,696  visits  were 
paid  to  slaughterhouses  for  this  purpo.se. 

A fair  quantity  of  the  meat  produced,  particularly  cow 
beef,  is  “exported”  to  neighbouring  districts  or  further  afield*, 
and  it  can  be  reliably  stated  that  -.almost  without  exception 
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prim©  quality  meat  is  retailed,  in  Holderness.  The  table 
below  shows  details  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected.

The  new  meat  inspection  regulations  imposed  an  even 
more  rigorons>  code  of  inspection,  figures  oif  which  showed  an 
increase  of  more  than  i5lOO  extra  animals  inspected  compared 
to  1962,  and  continued  to  demand  much  overtime  work  from 
the  Council’s  three  puiblic  health  inspectors  in  order  to  ensure 
100%  meat  inspection.  (Much  of  this  work  was  done  at 
week-ends  and  public  holidays  apart  from  evenings  in  an 
endeavour  to  secure  a delay  free  service  to  thle  public  via  the 
butchers.
